KEY WEST, May 11,—It is semi-officially stated here that if the report that the Spanish fleet has returned to Spain proves to be correct, an active movement 


against Cuba may occur within forty-eight hours. 
It is possible that Rear Admiralj Sampson at Porto Rico and Commodore Remey here, may strike simultaneously. 


If it were decided to land troops at Bahia Honda, Matanzas or any other poinj^ the vessels here, together with the ships of the blockading station, will have no 


difficulty in making a landing with the heavy artillery fighting ships. The monitprs1 with their heavy guns could stand close in and with impunity proceed to the 
demolition of the fortifications, while the gunboats and the lighter vessels poured fn their shots from offshore. 


Naval officers here believe the defense at any point except Havana could be reduced by ships now here and in Cuban stations in half an hour, 
There is no definite information as to when the troops at Tampa will be embarked.

WASHINGTON, May 11. — The Navy 


Department has decided to have the 
ciuiser Charleston start Immediately on 
its relief mission to Admiral Dewey's 
fleet at Manila. The orders Issued antici- 
pate the departure of the Charleston 
from San Francisco today, if it is possible 
to get the ammunition and stores aboard, 
and »he will leave without waiting to 
convoy the City of Pekln and tho other 
ships loaded with supplies. 


The orders to tho commandant of the 


navy yard at Maro island are to put on 
board the Charleston all the ammunition 
she will carry, so long as her steaming 
capacity is not. retarded. It is the under- 
standing here that at least 160 tons of 
ammunition can be put on board. 


By extraordinary efforts on the part of 


the authorities here, all tho powder, shot 
and sholl requisite for this relloC expedi- 
tion have boen assembled at Ban Fran- 
cisco already, though it was thought at 
first it would take until the 15th to draw 
these supplies from the various points. 
The ammunition includes 500 rounds of 
big projectiles for the guns of the Olym- 
pla and about 20,000 six inch sheila and 
10,000 five inch shells, as 
all 
of 
the 
cruisers of Admiral Dewey's fleet mount 
five and six Inch guns. There Is also an 
ample supply of smaller sizes of shot and 
dholl for the machine and rapid flro guns. 
The stock of powder will be In three lots, 
aggregating over 170,000 pounds. OwinB 
to tho hurriod departure of the Charles- 
ton, it is not expected she will wait for 
any considerable number of troops, and 
those- will follow later In tho relief ships. 


She has a crew of about 300 men, and 


this probably will be augmented by a 
mn.rine guard o£ a few hundred men. 
The Charleston is a protected cruiser of 
8,730 tons displacement, built of steel, 
and mounts eght guns In her main bat- 
tery. She has twin screws and an in- 
dicated horse power of 6666. The au- 
thorities here 
hardly expect 
her to 


rnake more than thirteen knots with her 
h»avy stock of coal, ammunition and 
supplies. 


Her coal bunkers are rather limited, 


so that she will probably have to stop 
at Honolulu to re-coal. 
Her trip to 


Manila will take about two weeks. The 
City of Pekln, which will follow her, 
is a very fast merchantman, capable 
of being pushed to eighteen knots or 
more, so even with the handicap she 
has of starting several days after the 
Charleston, there is a prospect that she 
may overhaul her in the race across the 
Pacific and reach Manila first. 


This will depend, however, on how 


soon the City of Pekln can be made 
ready for a start. Saturday is the ear- 
liest date mentioned. 


The Charleston 
Is 
commanded by 


Captain Henry Glass. Aside from car- 
rying ammunition and supplies to Ad- 
miral Dewey, the Charleston will prove 
a valuable adjunct to his squadron. She 
will come next to the Olympla In point 
of size and effectiveness. 


In determining upon the speedy de- 


' parture of the Charlepton the authori- 


ties have had in mind the need of priv- 
ing relief to Admiral Dewey and also 
have been somewhat apprehensive, of 
the attitude of the Philippine insur- 


^kpents. The news reports reaching here 


from the Philippines indicating that the 
Insurgent's force might resort.to mas-!

EXPERT'S VIEW OF 


SPAIN'S TACTICS.

NEW YORK, May 11.—Captain E. L. 


Zalinski says of the new situation creat- 
ed by the return of tha Spanish fleet to 
Cadiz: 


"I£ the report is true, it would appear 


to indicate that it Is the intention of 
Spain to' practically abandon Cuba and 
Porto Rico-, with the hope of recovering 
and holdins the Philippine islands. They 
would In that case send tho fleet, with 
additions, to the Philippines via the Suez 
canal. "Without any possibility of Dewey 
receiving any notable reinforcements, ex- 
cept the Charleston and some land troops, 
the Spanish fleet would be much superior 
to the United States fleet at Manila. No 
other reinforcements are possible. 
It 


would seem that the Spaniards, being 
hopeless of success in the A,merican wa- 
ters are reaching out in the only direc- 
tion In which the-y can foresee a suc- 
cess. 


"To meet this, the Charleston and the 


troops .being assembled on the Pacific 
coast should bo dispatched to Manila as 
quickly as possible. The expedition should 
be accompanied by vessels convoying 
ample supplies of coal, food and ammu- 
nition, not omitting an outfit for defend- 
ing tho entrance of Manila harbor with 
submarine mines.

Three or four days ago the newspa- 


pers of this section published a report 
of how United Stales District Judge De 
Haven declined to; admit to citizenship 
a Spanish applicant because the plead- 
er for naturalization papers was unable 
to speak the English language. As to 
his loyalty it wais declared that there 
was no question, for Ms sponsors told 
of the joy! with which he received fine 
news 
of -the routing of the Spanish 


Asiatic fleet by Dewey's squadron. It 
was further recited in ;tlhis connection 
that the 
patriotism of the Spanish- 


Amerlcaris of the coast is very marked. 
Several, 
according to the accounts,, 


haying been received Into citizenship 
before the war broke out. 


If this Is the case a grave error has 


been committed by tlhe judicial officers 
hearing 'the applications. The Federal 
law prevents the naturalization of na- 
tives of a foreign -country wihile the 
United States is at war with the'lr na- 
tive land. This is very expressly and 
convincingly set forth fln Section 2,17i 
of the Revised Statutes whidh reads as 
follows: "No alien wiho is a native cit- 
izen or subject, or a-denizen of any 
country, 
state, or sovereignty with 


which the United States are at war-at 
the 
time of his application shall be 


then admitted to become a citizen of 
the United States, but persons resident 
wltihin the United 'States or the terri- 
tories thereof on ifihe 18th of June in 
the year 1812 who -had before that date 
made a declaration accord-ing to law of 
their -intentions to become citizens of 
the United States, or who were on that 
clay entitled to become citizens without 
making suoh declaration, sihall (be ad- 
mitted to become citizens thereof not- 
withstanding they were alien enem'ies 
at the time, and in the manner .by the 
laws heretofore passed on that subject; 
nor shall anything herein contained be 
takan or construed to interfere with 
or 
prevent the apprehension and -re- 


moval, agreeably to law, of any alien 
enemy at any time previous to the ac- 
tual naturalization of such alien." 


That the law admits -of no other con- 


struction than what appears on the 
face of it is shown by the action of the 
Federal Courts of New Orleans where 
the applications of a couple of Span- 
iards wore refused the rather day.

TO DEAL WITH PORTO RICO LATER. 


The Dons' Back-Down Is Believed to 


Mean a Speedy Termination 


of Hostilities. 


(By Associated Press to The Tribune* 


NEW YORK, May 31.—A special to the 


(Tribune from 'Washington says: 
The 


Naval War Board i* convinced that the 
Spanish armored flying squadron, popu- 
larly known as the Cape Verde fleet, has 
retumf.d to Cadiz, and that Spain has 
abandoned all her hope of effective resist- 
ance to the loss of her American colonies. 
The war in American waters, at least, 
has therefore been reduced to a simple 
anatter, and its duration is expected to bo 
exceedingly limited. Arrangements have 
been promptly made to bring back Admi- 
ral Sampson's fleet to Key West, to unite 
it with the army in quickly terminating 
Spanish rule in Cuba. 


It is positively announced that San 


Juan de Porto Rico will not bo bombard- 
ed and that the island will be let severely 
alone, for the present at least, or until 
Cuha is freed and American military gov- 
ernment firmly established there. It is 
believed that this will bo a matter of not 
more than two weeks, and then the heav- 
iest ships will be relieved for duty against 
Porto Rico or for dry docking on the At- 
lantic coast preparatory lor a cruise in 
force, augmented by the armored ships 
In Commodore SchJey'a squadron, against 
Cadiz itself, unless Spain in the m«antlma 
cues for peace. 
Tho Idea that the Spanish vessels 


rwould run home instead of confronting 
certain defeat near Porto Rico has been 
held by tho vast majority of naval offi- 
cers since the first Spanish squadron, 
composed largely ot torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, returned tn St. Vincent after 
several weeks at sea shortly beforfl war 
was declared. On that occasion grave 
concern was manifested in Washington 
for some time, and it was with decided 
relief that the news was received oC their 
turning homeward. For tha last week 
the best experts In Washington hava 
agreed that the Spanish ships, if on any 
offensive mission, hart the battleship Ore- 
gon as their objective, and when, after 
ten days, they failed to report at Per- 
na-mbuco for coa.l, tho War Board reluc- 
tantly decided that they might be at- 
tempting to enter the Caribbean by the 
Barbadoes passage to come upon Porto 
Rico or Cuba from the south. It was 
considered the better' part of valor to 
send Sampson eastward, where he uoukl 
more readily secure an engagement, at 
any rate, before Cuba could be reached, 
trusting that definite Information would 
be secured the moment the Spaniards ap- 
' proached Barbadoes or St. Thomas. 
This precautionary cruise of bampson 


while probably, disappointing in the ex- 
treme to all the officers with him, Is be- 
lieved to have been not without advant- 
age, as it permitted the retention of Com- 
modoro 
Schley's fchlps at 
Hampton 
Hoads, and thereby secured the Atlantic 
seaboard against alarm for tho safety of 
the chief coast cities and navy yards.

Percentage of Rejections Three Times 


Greater Than During the 


Civil War- 


By Associated Press to The Tribune. 


WASHINGTON, May 11. — The large 


number of rejections of volunteers has 
caused much comment in the ai*my medi- 
cal corps. However, the physicians whc 
have conducted the examinations say that 
outside of the ranks of cigarette smokers 
there are even fewer rejections than 
there were in the days of the civil war. 
Among habitual users of cigarettes the 
rejections are about 90 per cent. 


Dr. Benjamin King of Philadelphia, 


who acted as an examining surgeon dur- 
ing 1S61-63 in New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Illinois, says that the average 
rejections during those years did not ex- 
ceed 13 per cent. He attributes Hie large 
increase almost entirely to the cigarette 
habit. "I have been inspecting the pa- 
pers in a number of cases under the pres- 
ent recruiting act," said Dr. King, "and 
I observe .that most of the men who 
failed to pass the medical examination 
have weak hearts or lack the vitality 
necessary to make a good soldier.

sonal admiration for Dewey, who was 
lieutenant and executive officer on tho 
fripate Colorado at the close of the war. 


"Mr. 
Dewey, as he was called then," 


said McCarthy, "was the idol of tho Col- 
orado's crew. As executive officer ho 
came in direct contact with tha men 
more than any other officer on board, 
and had the most important and arduous 
duties to perform. An executive officer 
is apt to bo disliked by the crew, for it is 
he who enforces the captain's orders and 
becomes the object against which any 
hatred aroused by hard work or unsatis- 
factory conditions ore directed. But Mr. 
Dewey, though enforcing the strictest dis- 
cipline, was a kind officer, quiet anJ cool 
in manner and so thoroughly able and 
efficient that never a word of complaint 
was heard among the men. 
"He Is a small man, not more than five 


fe-et six or five feet seven in height at 
most, possibly less. He was rather thick 
set then and a sturdy looking man in ap- 
pearance. 
Ills 
complexion is rather 


swarthy. 
"In those days the executive officer had 
to be a thorough seaman in the old sense, 
and Mr. Dewey filled the requirements so 
completely that he had tho admiration of 
evory man on the ship. His training- in 
battle was had under some of the btst 
fighters the world has ever seen, men 
whom no odds daunted and who always 
went into a flsht to win—to -sink or take 
a vessel, 'never to engage her.' 
"With his character and his training 
and experience I knew when he was or- 
dered to Manila what he would do. I told 
my friends that the Spaniards would waka 
up some Corning and find Dewey and hie 


fleet inside Manila, .harbor,: and then they 
would be lucky if they awoke"' at' all-the 
next morning. I felt sure-he. would steam 
right in under their defences In the dork 
ana be ready to fight them at day- 
break.

"It was a grand and perilous, thing to 


ao, He was 'risking everything on one 
throw of the dice.' He had; no reserve 
force, and if anything went wrong, there 
was no chance for escape.

But Dewey. knew his men 
and his ships and did not shrink from de- 
cisive battle. .His courage was sublime, 
and it was rewarded with the most re- 
markable victory of history." .

Hilbprn Received and Read 


Forthwith. 


The directorate of the Merchants' Ex- 


change met last evening at its rooms in 
the Central Bank building. President 
Arper In the chair. 


President Arper announced that the 


first business to be transacted was the 
election of officers for the ensuing year. 
said he: "The officers should not be 
elected without regard to past services. 
The work of the Exchange in this re- 
spect is the most unselfish of any pub- 
lic work in this county. No member 
has ever used the Exchange for his own. 
interest or profit. 
Although the Ex- 


change has accomplished much in the 
past, I hope that many of the projects 
that have been initiated will be carried 
to completion the coming year. Tht 
members of this organization have no 
axes to grind. 
No axes have been 


ground in the past, and none will b« 
ground in the future." 


Mr. Arper was nominated and elect- 


ed temporary chairman. 


In considering candidates to serve the 


organization during the ensuing year, 
George Arper, the present incumbent, 
was nominated for the presidency. Di- 
rectors Brown, Bohst, Wixson and Sin- 
clair were in turn nominated, but each" 
declined. The secrstary was thereupon 
ordered to cast the ballot for Mr. Ar- 
per. The office was accepted with a 
befitting speech. 


In calling for vice-president nomina- 


tions, Director D. C. Brown's name was 
suggested. After the declinations of Di- 
rectors Farwell, Wixson and Gier, Ma- 
Brown was declared the new officer" to 
serve in the above mentioned capacity. 


Henry Gushing was elected to the 


treasurership and the present secretary 
Webb Pearce, was re-elected. 


In regard to the great "Tunnel Road 


Day" benefit that will so soon be held, 
the committee reported progress. Many 
merchants have already agreed to close 
up on that afternoon, and it is hoped 
that the Supervisors will officially take 
measures to cause a general cessation 
of business on that occasion. To this 
end the directors appointed President 
Arper in conjunction with President 
Taylor of the Board of Trade to wait 
upon the Board of Supervisors and ask 
that it issue a proclamation recom- 
mending that Saturday afternoon ot 
May 21st be considered a half holiday. 


President Arper reported that the 


Mayor has already spoken favorably of 
the measure and had done all in, his 
power to bring about the half holiday. 


In speaking of the great project that 


has been undertaken, Mr. Sohst urged 
the directors to dispose of the tickets 
and he appealed to the patriotic citi- 
zens of this county and Ban 'Francisco 
to aid in the development of the central 
portion of the State by attending the 
Derby Day races on May 21st. Said the 
director: 


"I 'hope the churches will think a

single gold standard. It must be an 
alarming fact to the followers of Han- 
na that the party now administering 
the Government would be outnumbered 
and. coerced by the following of Mr. 
Bryan Into an action declarative of un- 
trammeled 
Americanism. 
But, as a 


matter of fact, Mr. Editor, the spleen of 
the Hannaltes.has led them into great 
indiscretion In according wholly to the 
adherents of bimetallism the high hon- 
or and enviable distinction of having 
caused this nation to vindicate Its claim 
to being the beacon light of liberty, the 
friend of the oppressed and the knight- 
errant among nations to uphold and ad- 
vance the cause of humanity by inter- 
vening to put an end to Spanish tyr- 
anny and barbarism at our threshold. 
However ardent and zealous we may 
he In the cause, we are unwilling to 
take all the credit to our side.
